NRHH recognizes the most outstanding 
nomination in each category as the OTM, so be thoughtful and complete in your write up. Also 
make sure you follow the rules (focus on the last month, submit to the right category, etc.

• Judge OTMs. NRHH chooses the best OTMs for each category. Voting takes place on the 5 th 
through the 10 th of each month.
